A complaint was filed before a U. S. Commissioner at San 
Francisco, Calif., on Aug. 3, 1954, charging Rossi with fleeing 
from the State of California to avoid prosecution for the crime 
of extortion.

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A "Right To W ork" Law Urged For Ohio 


Thoro has boon quite an amount of com* 
meat caused by a move on the part of a 
Cincinnati union member’s effort to push 
a campaign for an Ohio “ right to w o r k " 
law. 
This is one of those questions long dis­ 
cussed and has resulted in 18 states in 
this nation passing such laws. 
S. D. Cadwallader, chairman of t h e 
board of the National Hight to Work Com­ 
mittee, recently wrote to members of the 
present Ohio General Assembly at their 
homes. 
His letter said: “ As an Ohioan, I have 
been under considerable urging f r o m 
many wage earners to propose that o u r 
own state consider “ right to work” legis­ 
lation now on the statute books in 18 other 
Am erican States.” 
Cadwallader explained that he was wnt- 
ing at the request of numerous Ohio work­ 
ers and sending two enclos u r e s. They 
were a pamphlet on “ The Hight to W ork." 
and a recent publication of the Indiana 
Hight to Work Committee entitled, “ Ans­ 
wers to Your Questions About India n a ’s 
Hight to Work La w .” 
Cadwallader said that his contac t s in 
Ohio indicate that Indiana's new right to 
work law has “ stimulated wide interest in 
Ohio.” 
Emphasizing the activity of union work­ 


ers in the National Committee which he 
heads, Cadwallader said, “ any work e r s, 
both union and non-union from all ’ S e c ­ 
t i o n s of the nation, are supporting t h e 
committee. Men who are active members 
of unions and some who have been expel­ 
led from unions because of their work in 
this cause have taken leadership in this 
organization.” 
Cadwallader himself was expelled from 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainm e n 
because he opposed compulsory u n i o n 
membership. He is a conductor of the B a l­ 
timore & Ohio Railroad and a member of 
two other railroad unions, the United R a il­ 
road Operating Crafts and the Ord e r of 
R ailw ay Conductors. 
He is a vice president of his Conductors 
local and has lived in Ohio 17‘ years. 
Tell i n g about the N a t i o rial Right to 
Work Committee's fight for the principle 
that Am ericans must have the right but 
not be compelled to join labor unions to 
hold their jobs, Cadwallader said. 
“ We are engaged in an educational pro­ 
gram on the national level and at t h e 
same time working with and assisting 
state groups to bring about a broad under­ 
standing of the issue. Much misun d e r - 
standing has been created intentiona I I y 
to distort and confuse the people as to the 
real meaning of ‘right to work.' ’*

Hearing difficulties in an in­

hearing probably is not signifi­ 
cant. But this doens’t mean you 
can forget about it.

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A "Right To Work'" Law Urged For Ohio 


Th ere has been quite an amount of com­ 
ment caused by a move on the part of a 
Cincinnati union member’s effort to push 
a campaign for an Ohio “right to w o r k " 
law. 
This is one of those questions long dis­ 
cussed and has resulted in 18 states in 
this nation passing such laws. 
S. D. Cadwallader, chairman of t h e 
board of the National Right to Work Com­ 
mittee, recently wrote to members of the 
present Ohio General Assembly at their 
homes. 
His letter said: “As an Ohioan, I have 
been under considerable urging f r o m 
many wage earners to propose that o u r 
own state consider “right to work” legis­ 
lation now on the statute books in 18 other 
American States.” 
Cadwallader explained that he was writ­ 
ing at the request of numerous Ohio work­ 
ers and sending two enclos u r e s. They 
were a pamphlet on “TheJRight to Work," 
and a recent publication of the Indiana 
Eight to Work Committee entitled, “Ans­ 
wers to Your Questions About India n a's 
Eight to Work Law.” 
Cadwallader said that his con tac t s in 
Ohio indicate that Indiana's new right to 
work law has “stimulated wide interest in 
Ohio.”

Augustine was born in Tagaste, 
which is in North Africa, where 
nobody could claim a North Eur­ 
opean ancestry. He was brought 
up in Carthage. 
Among the strongest figures in 
the early church were Paul, Jew, 
and Augustine, a North African, 
certainly of a dark skin. 
It was, then, not to have been 
exp? ’ted that the Pope would 
oppose Archbishop Runnel on in­ 
tegration; yet so profound were 
the emotions of the petitioners 
that they took a most unusual 
action, surely anticipa t i n g no 
favorable reply. 
'Time alone can cure. T h i s 
problem will not be solved in the 
”ear 1957 and men of good will 
will .not force the issue.

Hearing difficulties in an in 
fant may be indicated if he con­ 
sistently pays no attention to the 
tinkling of a spoon being tapped 
against his feeding 
bottle, the 
sound of his name being spoken, 
or to everyday street noises such: 
as fire sirens, auto backfiring and 
barking dogs. 
In older children in the school- 
age and preschool-age brackets, 
there are various simple tests 
you can conduct right in your 
own home to determine to some 
extent whether your youngster 
has any trouble with his hearing. 
Clicking two coins together, us­ 
ing the ticking of a watch, whis­ 
pering, or speaking 
in 
normal 
tones might give you some indica­ 
tion of the degree of difficulty 
with hearing. 
First, test these various sounds 
on a person with normal hearing 
ability. 'Then, try them on your 
child. H he can hear these sounds 
at only one-third the di.sta.nce a. 
child with normal hearing can, it 
might be an indication that his 
hearing loss is significant... 
If, however, he 
hears 
it at 
half the distance, the 1 o s s of 
hearing probably is not signifi­ 
cant. But this doens’t mean you 
can forget about it. 
Quite the contrary, if any loss | 
of hearing is even, suspected, a 
hearing specialist should be con­ 
sulted right away. In a great 
many eases, medical 'treatment 
following early discovery of hear­ 
ing loss will clear up the diffi­ 
culty entirely. 
Another test for older children 
is the number test. 
Have t h e youngster s t a n d 
some distance from you with the 
left side of his head toward you. 
He should cover his right e a r 
with the palm, of his hand. Then, 
have him repeat numbers after 
you. Next, with his 
right ear 
turned, toward you and his left 
ear covered, repeat the proce­ 
dure. 
This should give you some in­ 
dication whether his hearing abi­ 
lity is the same in, both ears. 
All such tests, however, a r e 
makeshift and s e r v e only to 
bring to light a suspicion of hear­ 
ing trouble.

Attorney General Opinions 
Soon To Be Indexed by Ohio 


COLUMBUS (At—Atty. Gen. Wil­ 
liam Saxbe hopes to publish a le­ 
gal “best seller” next year. 
The publication will assemble to 
one book an index to opinions of 
Ohio attorneys general during the 
past half century. 
Opinions ere published annual­ 
ly ir book form with each volume 
containing ' its own 
in^ex 
Some 
years produced two or three sep­ 
arate volumes, a complete set con­ 
tains about 100 volumes. 
Unless an attorney 
knows 
the 
year an opinion 
was 
issued 
he 
must search through indexes, vol­ 
ume by volume, Saxbe explained. 
Such a process is time consum­ 
ing and has led to neglect in con­ 
sulting opinions that have the force 
of law, until courts rule on the 
questions. Saxbe gives 
the 
opin­ 
ions, often called rulings, on legal 
questions raised 
by 
public 
offi­ 
cials. He is not authorized to issue 
opinions for others. 
The last Legislature appropriat­ 
ed $85,000 to compile the 
index. 
Saxbe hired Willard D. Campbell, 
Columbus attorney, to prepare the

Campbell said the Ohio index 
will be keyed to the revised code 
for ready reference. 
“When this index is published,” 
Campbell said, “a layman can use 
it to find any opinion. No layman 
could hope to do that now.” 
He predicted that accessibility 
to opinions through the index will 
prevent considerable litigation that 
now arises because rulings by the 
attorney general are hard to find. 
Saxbe’s office has its own card 
index system. But officials said it 
lacks uniformity because it was 
compiled through various adm in­ 
istrations. During the six years 
that Gov. C. William O’Neill was 
attorney general, he issued 7,632 
opinions. 
Campbell said the new index will 
have general 
headings 
such as 
“state 
governm ent,” 
“ counties” 
and more than two dozen others 
found in the revised code.
